The committee having returned, accompanied by the Governor, his 
excellency delivered the following message:— 


Fellow Citizens of the Legislative Assembly: 


In the absence of the Executive, I have the honor to respond to yonr 
call. ‘To the people of this Territory, and to me especially, that absence 
is, at this time, particularly to be regretted, for the present juncture of 
affairs requires all the experience, ability, and energy, so justly conceded 
to the distinguished gentleman who has the honor to preside over this Ter- 
ritory, and whose duties in such absence by law devolves upon the Secre- 
tary of the-Territory. "With real sincerity I will assert, that many and 
grave doubts have arisen in my mind, as to my~ability to discharge the 
weighty and responsible duties incident to, and arising ont of our present 
Indian relations; but, with a firm reliance upon the patriotism of the peo- 
ple, and their hearty co-operation, I have endeavored to compensate for 
want of experience by an earnestness of purpose, aud a zealous effort to: 
discharge my whole duty. 

Tt is a subject of regret, that pressure of business and multiplicity of 
labors, prevent as full and careful a review of matters as is desirable. 
Should, therefore, things seemingly important be omitted, or slightly allu- 
ded to, the neglect must be attributed not to intention, but rather to an 
attention to more pressing matters. 


ne emcee rt Perma ie acer IN Te TRAE ES 
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- Since yon were last assembled, an important, and, I regret tò say, 
disastrous change has taken place in our sopial prospects. While peace 
and security seemed to reign about us, and every person was, as usual, 
pursuing his customary avocatious, an Indian war breaks out in our midst, 
spreading alarm throughout the whole Territory. Famlies are murdered, 
property is destroyed, claims are abandoned for the fort and the block- 
house, and the whole country, instead of portraying the usual peaceful oc- 
ccupations of American citizens, has the appearance of desertion, and noth- 
ing but parties of armed men are to be seen in motion. How long this 
state of affairs is to continue, it is impossible to say; but, from the energy 


. which our citizens have shown, and the measures which have been adopt- 


ed, it is earnestly to be hoped that the end is not far off. 


The extinguishment of the Indian title to lands within the Territory, 
had been long and loudly called for by the people. This was a matter 
absolutely necessary for our welfare, in order that there might be no con- 
flicting claims between the settler and the Indian, and that the Indians 
might be placed in such a position, that, while they were taken care of 
and protected, they could at the same time, as far as possible, be prevent- 
ed from doing harm, 


Tn the month of December, 1854, in pursnacne of instructions from 
the general government, Governor Stevens entered upon this delicate and 
arduous task. The first treaty was made in the county of Thurston, in 
the vicinity of the Nisqually river, on the 26th of December; was ratified 
by the United States Senate before its adjommment—March 3d, 1855,— 
has been proclaimed by the President, and is now a part of the supreme 
law of the land, The basis of that treaty, is the basis of all that have 
been concluded since. Great care was taken to explain the provisions, and 
the objects of negotiation to the various tribes. Careful interpreters were 
secured, and every individual wag allowed to speak his views. Similar. 
treaties have been concluded with all the Indians west of the Cascade 
Mountains, with the exception of the Chehalis, those residing in the neigh- 
borhood of Shoalwater Bay and on the Columbia, as far east as the Dalles. 


Tn pursuance of the instructions and line of policy marked out by the 
Indian Depariment at Washington City, Governor Stevens crossed the 
Cascade Mountains, and in conjunction with the Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs of Oregon, treaties were effected with the various bands known as 
the Yakima tribe, the Cayuse, the Walla Wallas, and the Nez Perces.— 
He then proceeded to Fort Benton, on the Missouri River, where a great 
council had been called, to conclude and settle a defihite peace between the 
‘tribes divided by the Rocky Mountains, hostilities between which had con- 
dinued ever since the whites have had any knowledge of the country.

This mesure was of vital importance to the Territory of Washington, 
es, while these hostilities continued, there could be no safe travel or com- 
munication by the great northern route connecting the waters of the Co- 
Inmbis, and Paget Sound, with the headwaters of the Mississippi. It may 
he well here to state, that the latest information received, will justify the 
belief that that treaty has heen concluded, and the return of Gov. Stevens 
is daily looked for. 

In the midst of this favorable appearance of things, while the ink 
was scarcely dry with which treaties had been written, Indians who had 
entered Into these stipulations, and solemnly pledged their faith to preserve 
amity and peace towards all American citizens, have risen in arms, treach- 
erously surprised, and berberously murdered our inoffending citizens, killed 
an Indian agent, while in the performance of his official duties, and in de- 
fiance of all plighted faith and written obligation, waged a war, accompa- 
nied with all the horrid bratalities incident to savage life. 

The sphere allotted to this message will not justify a recital of the 
preliminary aggressions. Satisfactory evidence, however, has been afford- 
ed, indicating that both in Oregon and this Territory, for a great length 
of time, preparations for war had ‘been going on, on the part of the Indi- 
ans. Simultaneously with the murders committed in the Yakima valley, 
southern Oregon became the scene of Indian warfare, and the moment 
troops move from Puget Sound across the mountains, an outbreak i 
place on the White river prairies, 

On the 93d of September, in addition to previous floating rumors, 
positive information was received that two of our citizens had been mur- 
dered in the Yakima valley, while travelling on the military road across 
the Nachess pass. A requisition was immediately made upon the com- 
manding officers of the military posts of fort Steilacoom and fort Vancou- 
ver, for sufficient forces to proceed, by different routes, into that country, 
to procure, if possible, the murderers, if not to punish the tribe, and to 
furnish protection to such persons as might be traveling to, or returning 
from the Colville mines. Both of these requisitions were promptly com- 
plied with. Previous to this, Major Haller, commanding fort Dalles, be- 
ing nearer the scene of action, and having earlier information, had moved 
into the field, and on the Gth of October was ‘attacked by an immensely 
superior force, and after a gallant and desperate conflict of about forty- 
eight hours, succeeded in driving off the enemy, losing five men killed and 
sixteen wounded, together with a large portion of his animals, and all of 
his provisions, This last compelled him to return to the Dalles. Upon 
the receipt of this information, Major Rains, commanding the Columbia, 
river and Paget Sound district of the United States army, made a requi- 
sition upon the Governor of Oregon for four companies of volunteers, and 
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upon the Governor of Washington for two. The proclamation hy the 
respective executives, calling for these forces, were responded to with zeal 
and alacrity by the citizens of this and of our sister Territory. In conse- 
quence of the scarcity of arms, existing in this section of country, in or- 
der to furnish the volunteer force being raised here, it hecame necessary to 
make a requisition both upon the-United States sloop-of-war “ Decatur,” 
and the revenue cutter “Jefferson Davis,” for such as could be spared — 
Much praise is due to the commanding officers of those two vessels, for the 
willingness and promptness with which they responded to that request, 
thus enabling the first company of Washington Territory volunteers to be 
equipped and ready for the field, the moment their organization was com- 
pleted. 


On the 30th of October, Major Rains, having received from me the 
appointment of Brigadier General of the volunteer forces serving in the 
Yakima war, moved into the field with all the disposable regular troops, 
and having the co-operation of nine companies of Oregon mounted volun- 
teers, under command of Col. Nesmith. After proceeding as far as the 
Yakima mission, having several skirmishes with the enemy, capturing 
some of their cattle and horses, and destroying several large caches-of pro- 
visions, the whole command returned to the Dalles, the unusual inclemency 
of the season preventing a winter campaign, In the meanwhile, the com- 
mand moving from fort Steilacoom, under command of Lieut. Slaughter, 
proceeded across the mountains, through the Nachess pass, to within about 
twenty-five miles of the Atahman mission, where, learning of the return 
of Major Haller to the Dalles, they fell back, first to the summit, and then 
to the upper prairies on White river. Being reinforced with seventy-six 
regulars and company B, of the Washington Territory volunteers, under 
command of Captain Gilmore Hays, the v-hole detachment, under com- 
mand of Capt. M. Maloney, U. S. 4th Infantry, again advanced; but, af- | 
ter crossing the summit, were overtaken by an express, informing them 
that delay had taken place in the movements of the troops from the Co- 
lumbia river. Capt. Maloney’ consequently fell back to the first grazing 
ground on this side of the mountains—the White river prairies, During 
these movements, a band of rangers had been organized, under command 
of Capt. Charles H. Eaton, whose duty it was made to guard the outskirts 
of the settlements, and watch the various mountain passes. Scarcely had 
the command commenced its operations, when a detachment of eleven men,. 
on regular scouting duty, were suddenly attacked by Indians, heretofore 
supposed to be friendly. Taking refuge in a log house, after gallantly sus- 
taining a siege of some sixteen hours’ duration, the Indians were repulsed. 
‘The murder of several highly esteemed citizens, travelling from Capt. Mar 
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loney’s comp into the settlements, and the massacre on White river, fol- 
lowed. 

The return of the command under Capt. Maloney cannot but be 
looked upon as a most fortunate event for the settlers on Puget Sound, as 
it is impossible to say what might have been the result, with the settle- 
ments entirely unprotected, and many of the Indians at open war, and the 


rest, to say the least, wavering. The battle on White river, in which ' 


both, regulars and volunteers, so admirably distinguished themselves, can- 
not fail to impress the Indians with the superiority and power of the white 
man, and that, however protracted the contest may be, ruin and desolation 
must necessarily come upon them. 


The calls upon the people of the Territory for their services in the : 
present war, have been met by the organization of twelve companies, con- ` 


sisting of two companies of Rangers, and ten companies of the 1st Regi- 
ment “of Washington Territory Volunteers, amounting, in all, to upwards 


of seven hundred men. Of these about five hundred are mounted. In ` 


addition to these, there is a company of Rangers at the Cowlitz Farms, | 


under command of Capt. Peers, not regularly mustered into service, but > 


xeady to perform such duty as may be required of them. 


I deem it my duty here to make public acknowledgements of the ser- 


ices rendered by His Excellency, Jawes Doveras, Governor of Vancou- 
vers Island. Upon the alarm naturally attendant upon a serions Indian 


outbreak, almost within armslength of us, and owing to the scarcity of - 
arms and ammunition, application was made to him for such an amount of ' 
these munitions.of war as he could possibly furnish. That application was 

promptly and cordially responded to, to the extent of his power; he at 


the same time regretting that he had at the moment no vessel of war at 


his disposal, and that his steamers, the “Otter? and “Beaver,” were both : 
absent, but upon the arrival of either, she should be dispatched to the - 
Sound, to render such service as might be required of her. Since then the | 


“4t Otter” has visited this place. 
This movement on the part of the Exeeutive of Vancouvers Island, 


cannot fail to have its infiuence upon the Indians residing upon our waters, , 
having a tendency to show to them that whatever differences may exist | 
‘between the Americans and the Englishmen, in their social and political | 


organization, as far as savages are concerned, they are but one. 


The Indians west of the Cascades, with the exception of those before | 


- alluded to, still continue friendly. They have been collected at various ` 
points, disarmed, and placed under the surveillance of local agents, and | 


arrangements have been made for their support. The only fear, at pres- 
ent entertained, is that by some act of indiscretion, they may be frightened 
‘into the hostile ranks. 
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The disposition which has been subsequently made of the troops in 
the field in this portion of the Territory, has been with the design—while 
at the same time to keep the hostile Indians in check, adequate force should 
be moving on the outskirts of the settlements—in order that the farmers 
might be enabled to return to their » claims to provide for the coming year’s 
subsistance, 

The general stagnation in trade and industrial pursuits arising out of 
the present state of affairs, loudly calls for prompt and speedy action on 
the part of the general government, Should Congress adjourn without. 
affording the relief so pressingly needed in this‘emergency, it will much re- 
tard our Territorial growth and advancement. I therefore earnestly rec- 
ommend a memorial calling for a sufficient appropriation to remunerate the 
citizen soldiery for their valuable and patriotic services, and the citizens 
generally for the supplies they have so promptly furnished, and for the prop- 
erty destroyed. 

Beyond the limits of our Territory to the north, the coast and inumer- 
able islands are inhabited by numerous tribes of Indians of a fierce and 
warlike character, bands of which are constantly in the habit of descend- | 
ing into our settlements for the ostensible purpose of procuring. labor.— 
Besides the alarm occasioned to the most exposed settlers: by the presence. 
of these unwelcome visitors, complaints frequently arise from the various 
thefts committed by them. In case punishmentis attempted to be inflicted, 
isolated settlers, as we already know from past experience, are liable, in 
revenge, to be cut off by them. In view of these facts, in order to dis- 
courage their coming within the limits of the Territory, I respectfully sub- 
mit to your consideration, whether or not it would be advisable to enact a, 
law, making it penal for any person to employ for hire any of these north- 
ern bands. In connection with this subject, considering the nature of the 
waters of Puget Sound, the numerous tribes resding on its borders, the — 
liability to incursion from foreign tribes, and the utter inefficiency of sailing 
vessels for rapid communication, I will recommend that you memorialize 
the Navy Department to station within our waters, an armed steam vessel, 

I will here call your attention to the trade that has been too largely 
carried on with the Indians in guns and ammunition. Our very self-pres- 
ervation demands that it should entirely cease, and that very stringent 
laws should be passed upon the subject. 

The present existing war has suggested many deficiencies in our mili- 
tia, law. It provides for the election of officers, but on the subject of en- 
rollment of men, and the rendering the militia effective, it is extremely de- 
fective. I would respectfully recommend the election of the general staff, 
consisting of a Brigadier, Adjutant, Quartermaster and Commissiry Gen- 

ie by the Legislative Assembly, and a system of enrollment of all capa~ 


» 
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ble of bearing arms in the various counties, and that the formation of com- 

panies be entirely voluntecr—to elect their own officers, and to be formed — 
into battalions or regiments, as circumstances may require. The scattered 
nature of our settlements, and the isolation of some of our counties, seems 
to dictate this as the most effective means for their protection, and at the 
same time, the most expedient for combination ur general action. I sug- ‘ 
gest it for your consideration. 


Daring the past summer, rumors of discoveries of gold fields near 
Fort Colville, induced many enterprising and energetic citizens of the Ter- . 
ritory to visit that region. Many have returned on account of the war, 
and the impossibility of obtaining* provisions there during the winter.— 
Although the extent of the gold bearing district is not kuown, yet the fact 
is certain, that those who worked the bars and prospected the country | 
near Fort Colville, found gold in sufficient quantities to pay well for work- 
ing. Wherever the more experienced miners dug, either upon the bars ' 
or upon the hillsides, gold was found, and even with the rude mode of | 
working with pans, an average of $10 per day has been made, and those ' 
who are still at the mines, report profitable employment. I have no doubt . 
that with improved machines and better preparations for working to advan- | 
tage, these gold mines will prove amply remunerative to many citizens who ` 
may go there, whenever the state of the country will permit communica- 
tion between the Columbia River end Puget Sound settlements and the 
gold bearing region. 


The proseention of the publie surveys during the past year, has de- 
veloped large bodies of fertile lands, and made great addition to the topo- ` 
graphical knowledge of the Territory, which will he useful to emigrants in ; 
search of the best lands. As to the amount of work thus far accomplish- ' 
ed, the office of the Surveyor General shows the following results:—Total ; 
amount surveyed while this Territory was under the Oregon office, 1876 ' 
miles; amount surveyed and under contract since the organization of the | 
Washington office, 3063 miles; proposed to be surveyed in 1856 and 1857, | 
as per annual report of the Sarveyor General, 6688 miles—alk lying west į 
of the Cascade Mountains, 

} 


The general government has made liberal appropriations for public 
surveys in the Territory, but the Surveyor General has found it impossible | 
to obtain surveyors willing to contract for the whole amount, as the ex- : 
ceedingly difficult nature of the country, and the high prices of labor and | 
provisions have subjected to loss those who undertook the work, even at’! 
the maximnm prices allowed by law. - The present Indian war has stopped : 
all field work in this important part of the development of our Territory; 


but it is hoped that it can he resumed in the spring, and that you, by your 


| 
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action, will second the urgent request of the Surveyor General to the Gen- 
eral Land Office, that an increased sum per mile be allowed by the general 
government, for farther surveys. 

At the last session of Congress, appropriations were made for the 
military roads in this Territory:—One from fort Benton, in Nebraska, to 
Walla Walla; one from the Balles to Columbia barracks; and one from 
Columbia barracks to fort Steilacoom. A. reconnoissance has been made 
of the two latter during the present fall, and, it is expected, work will be 
commenced thereon daring the coming spring, 


. In addition to these roads, communication should be opened by land 
to Bellingham Bay, on the north, and through the valleys of the Chehalis 
and Willapah to Grey’s Harbor, Shoalwater Bay, and some point near 
the mouth of the Columbia, on the south. These roads will be of great 
importance, in a domestic point of view, as opening a large section of 
country to settlement, and communication with other settlements; and, in 
military affairs, as affording means of communication with exposed points, 
and of rapidly marching troops into the fastnesses and lairs of: those sava- 
ges who may hover upon the outskirts of the settlements. I call your at- 
tention to this as a subject of memorial. 


In the “act making appropriations for the support of the army, for 
the year ending the 30th of June, 1856, and for other purposes,” it was 
provided, that the Secretary of War shall equalize, as far as practicable, 
the number of arms heretofore distributed, and now in possession of the 
several states, so that each state which had received less than itspro rata 
share, shall receive a number sufficient to make an equal pro rata propor- 
tion for all the states, according to the number of their representatives 
and senators in Congress respectively. = 

Under this provision, the amount falling due to this Territory is 2000 
muskets. An effort was made to draw themi in rifles, but failed from some` 
rezulation to the contrary. In addition to this, our annual quota of arms 
is 138% muskets, which amount, consisting of 213% muskets, have been 
drawn in 1980 muskets, 100 rifles and accoutrements, and 30 cavalry £3- 
bres. The whole amount—to which 208,000 caps were added—have ar- 
rived at Vancouver, in this Territory, some mistake having occurred in 
their shipment, Owing to the difficulty of transportation at the present 
season of the year, between the Columbia river and Puget Sound, efforts 
have been made to procure the proper portion, suitable for the Puget 
Sound section of country, transported direct, by sea, from Vancouver to 
this place. 

. Your attention is urgently requested to the subject of. the postal ar- 
rangements for the Territory. Mailroutes have been established through- 
x 4u. 
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out the Sound, and a large appropriation has been made for carrying the 
mail from Olympia, by sea, to San Francisco. 

The contracts of the former have not as yet been let, and the latter 
has proved inadequate for the service required, and has thus far heen of 
no avail. 

In the present critical state of affairs, our exposed position demands 
from the general government a more rapid communication with San Fran- 
cisco and New York. 

By an act of the last Legislative Assembly, the public buildings of 
the Territory were located, and by subsequent resolution, the Governor 
was requested to draw the amount appropriated by Congress to be used in 
the erection of the capital. 

During the vacation of the Legislature, and as soon as a site for the 
Capitol could be cleared, the plan of construction was adopted, and a con- 
tract entered into for its erection. The building was fast reaching its com- 
pletion when the Indian war broke out, taking from said building the arti- 
sans engaged, and preventing the possibility of securing others. Under 
these circumstanees, a suspension of the work was ordered, and I have 
been compelled to employ, temporarily, the hall used by the Legislative 
Assembly at its last session. The architect and contractor of the capitol 
assures me, however, that the work will be finished shortly. 

In reference to our boundary question, and the extinguishment of 
the rights of the Hudson’s Bay and Puget Sound Agricultural Compa- 
nies, I refer you to the last message of the executive. 

In conclusion I will state, that as far as my limited judgment extends, 
every effort has been miade on my part, for the protection of the Territory. 
An Indian war, existing all around us, demands from every citizen a unan- 
imity of opinion, and a concert of action. 

From the uniform courtesy which has ever been extended to me by 
the citizens of this Territory, as long as the duties of acting executive 
devolve upon me, I shall rely upon your patriotism and earnest co-opera- 
tion, and, having in view but one object—that of duty—shall’ leave it to 
you, how far that objeet has been perouplehed:

RULES AND ORDERS. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE SPEAKER. 

1. The Speaker shall take the Chair at the hour to which the 
House shall have adjourned ; shall call the members to order, and on the 
appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the preceding day to 
be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members ; shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House on motion regularly seconded, and may 
vote in all cases, 

8. He shall declare all votes ; but if any member doubt the vote, 
the Speaker shall order a return of the Honse, with the number voting for 
and against the question, and declare the result. 

4, He shall rise to put a question, or to address the House, but 
+ may read sitting. : 

5. When the House shall determine to go into a Comniittee of the 
Whole House, the Speaker shall appoint the member who shall take the 
Chair. 

6. He shall propound all questions in the order they were moved, 
unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature, except that in fil | 
ling blanks, and in assigning times for the consideration of business, the | 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first, 
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7. A motion to adjourn, and a motion to lay on the table shall be 
always in order, except when a motion for the previous question is pend- 
ing, at which time neither can be repeated until the motion for the previous 
question is disposed of, without the special leave of the House. And 
these motions shall be decided without debate, ; 

8. He shall put the previous question iù the following form: “Shall 
the main question now be put?” and all amendment or further debate of 
the main question shall be suspended until the previous question shall be 
decided ; and the previous question shall not be put unless one-third of the 
members present are in favor of it. And a call for the yeas and nays, or 
for a division of the question, shall be in order after the main question has 
been ordered to be put. After the adoption of the previous question, the 
vote shall forthwith be taken upon amendments reported by a committee, 
upon pending amendments, and then upon the main question. 

9. When two or more members rise at the same time, the Speaker 
shall name the person to speak ; but in all cases the member who shall 
first rise and address the Chair, shall speak first, 

10, All committees, except such as the House shall from time to 
time determine to select by ballot shall be nominated by the Speaker, un- 
less a majority of the members be in favor of a nomination by the House, 
in which case the nomination shall be made by the House. 

11. Every question of order which shall be decided on appeal, shall 
be entered on the journal of the House, with the decision thereon. 

12. The Speaker shall have the right to name a member to perform 
the duties of the chair during his absence, but such substitution shall not 
extend beyond an adjournment. 


DUTIES OF SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 


13. All messages from the House to the Council and to the Gov- 
ernor, shall be carried by the Clerk, unless when the House shall other- 
wise decide. The Chief Clerk and his assistant shall perform all duties 
that are usually performed by clerks, or that may be necessary to the cor- 
rect and speedy transaction of the business of the House. 

14, Incase the Speaker shall be absent at the hour to which the 
House adjourned, the House shall choose one of their members as Speaker 
pro tem, 

15. Itshall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend the 
House during its sitting, announce all messages, preserve order in the 
lobby of the Hall, and to execute all process issued by authority of the 
House, and directed to him by the Speaker. He shall receive all station- 
ery and other materials furnished by the Secretary for the use of the Leg- 

SH. 
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islature, and distribute the same when called upon—guarding against 
profusion or waste. 

16. The duty of the Door-Keeper shall be to give notice to the 
House of all messages, to carry all messages the House may require, pri- 
vate as well as public; when requested to call a member of the house, he 
shall do so by name ; he shall keep the hsll clean, and have a good fire 
made therein by the hour of 9 o'clock in the morning, when the weather 
requires it. 

iT. It shall also be the duty of the Door-Keeper to attend the House 
during its sittings, to keep the Representative hall and committee rooms , 
in perfect order, and in all things to execute the commands of the Speak- 
er, and of the House from time to time. 


DUTIES, RIGHTS AND DECORUM OF MEMBERS. 


18. No member shall interrupt another while speaking, except to 
call to order, or to correct 2 mistake. 

19. When any member is about to speak in debate or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shell rise from his seat and respectfully address’ 
himself to Mr. Speaker, and shall confine himself to the question under de- 
bate, and avoid personalities. And no member shall impeach the motive 
of any other member’s vote or argument. 

20. If any member, in speaking or otherwise transgress the rules of 
the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may call to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, unless per- 
mitted to explain, and the House shall, if appealed to, decide the case, but 
without debate. If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be 
submitted to. If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, 
he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, and the case require it, he 
shall be liable to the censure of the House. 

21. Ifany member be called to order for words spoken in debate, 
the person calling him to order shall repeat the words excepted to, and 
they shall be taken down in writing at the Clerk’s table, and no member 
shall be held to answer, or be subject to the censure of the House for 
words spoken in debate, if any other member has spoken, or other busi 
ness has intervened after the words are spoken, and before exceptions to 
them shall have been taken. 

22. When 2 motion is made and seconded, it shall be received and 
considered by the House, and not otherwise ; and no member shall be per- 
mitted to lay 2 motion in writing on the table, until he shall have read the 
same in his place, and the same shall have been seconded ; and no new 
bill or resolve of a public nature shall be received, except it be reported by 
a committee, untess the Honse otherwise order ; and all bills and resolves, 
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not reported by a committee, shall be referred to the appropriate commit- 
tee, or shall be laid upon the table for one day, before further action 
thereon. 

23. When a motion has been once made and carried in the afirma- 
tive, or negative, it shall not be in order for any member who voted in the 
minority to move for a reconsideration thereof; but any member who vo- 
ted with the majority may move to reconsider on the same or the succeed- 
ing day. A motion to reconsider shall not be postponed nor laid on the 
table without a time certain assigned for its farther consideration. When 
a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that vote shall not be recon- 
sidered. 

24, No member shall be permitted to stand up to the interruption 
of another, while any member is speaking, or pass unnecessarily between 
the Speaker of the House and the person speaking ; or other person be 
permitted to stand in the alleys during the session of the House. 

25. When the lobby of the House shall be ordered to be cleared, 
the matter which may occasion such order, shall be kept secret by each 
member, until the House shall order such injunction of secrecy to be taken 
off. 

26. When any member shall be guilty of a breach of any of the 
rales and orders of the House, and the House has determined he has so 
transgressed, he shall not be allowed to vote or speak unless by way of ex- 
cuse for the same, until he has made satisfaction. 

2%. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question where his 
private right distinct from public interest, is immediately concerned, 

28. Every member who shall be in the House when a question is 
put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
House, for special reasons, shall excuse him; and when the yeas and nays 
are ordered, no member shall leave his seat until the vote is declared. In 
all elections by the House, or in joint ballot of the two houses, no member 
shall leave his seat after voting, before a return of the House is had.

30. ‘The Speaker shall, upon each day, announce to the House the 
business in order, agreeably to the preceding rule ; and no business shall 
be taken up, or considered, until the class to which it belongs shall be de- 
cleared to be in order; but reports from the Governor may be read at any time, 

31. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if required by the 
Speaker or by any member. 

32. On the previous question, no member shall speak more than 
twice, without leave. 

83. When a question is taken by yeas and nays, or a call of the 
House is made, the names of the members shall be called alphabetically ; 
but the yeas and nays shalt not be called without the consent of one-fourth 
the members present. 

34. A motion to non-concnr, except upon verbal messages, shall not 
be in order ; but in all other cases of ‘concurrent action, the Chair shall 
state the question affirmatively :—“ Will the House concur ?” 

35. No new motions or propositions shall be admitted under color of 
amendment, as a substitute for the motion or question under debate. 

36. Any member may call for the division of a question which shall 
be divided, if it comprehends propositions in substance so distinct, that one 
being taken away, a substantive proposition shall remain for the decision 
of the House. .A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble; but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall preclude neither amend- 
ments nor a motion to strike out and insert. 

31. After a motion or order is stated or read by the Speaker and 
seconded, it shall be deemed to be in the possession of the House, and 
shall be disposed of by vote of the House. Any motion or order may be 
withdrawn by the mover at any time before a decision or amendment.

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Which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they are arranged.

sés the claim referred to your committee. 


STATEMENT OF THE GASE. 


The committee deem it due to the parties interested,. to state for the 

information of the Howse, the nature of the circumstances on which this 
i caim is founded. It seems that James C. Strong and a Mr. Morey were 
Opposing candidates before the people in the First judicial district in this 
tetritory for the office of prosecuting attorney. That the former was beat- 
en: by the latter some fifteen votes, who subsequently proved to be incom- 
pétent to discharge the duties of the office for which he was elected, not 
being able to procure a certificate to practice before the court ; conse- 
quently the office still remained vacant. 

‘ The law governing such cases will be found in the 6th section of the 
act relative to prosecuting attorneys, page 41, where in case of a vacancy, 
it is made the duty of the Governor to appoint some qualified person to 
‘discharge the duties of the office until the next annual election. For rea- 

not in the possession of the committee, the governor did not appoint. 
d Under these, and the then existing circumstances, the court, the Hon. 

Judge McFadden, assumed the responsibility to appoint Mr. Strong, who 
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it seems acted under that appointment, although being assured by the 
court that his only chance to get his pay for services rendered, was by a 
special act of the legislature, for the wording of the law is— 

“ If the prosecuting attorney of any district shall not attend at any 
term of the district court, or shall from any cause be unable to attend to 
the discharge of his duties at such term, the court may appoint.” 

In this case there was a vacancy, and the court could not legally fill 
that vacancy except for term of court, and thus the matter stands. We 
hope the House will dispose of this case in a way deemed by them for the 
best.

On resuming session, Mr. Clark moved that the elerk be instructed 
to inform the Council that the House were ready to receive the Council in 
joint convention, to hear the address of the Governor. 


In Joint Convention : 
~ The joint committee of the two Houses were instructed to inform ths 
Governor that the Legislative Assembly were in joint convention and 
ready fo hear any communication he might be pleased to make. 
Mr. Wallace, from the joint committee to wait upon the Governor, 
reported his being in attendance, and thereupon Governor Stevens 
delivered the following address : 


Follow Citizens of the Legislative Assembly, — 
of the Territory of Waskington:— 


I have taken the liberty of departing from the usual custom of | 
delivering a written message. This arises from the exigencies of the . 
case. It did not seem necessary to follow the etiquette usual in such cases, . 
if by doing so time should be lost, or public business deferred. 

We are, fellow citizens, and have been for the past three months, en » 

ged in an Indian war. Our settlers, from the Cowlitz river to the | 
Sound, have been obliged to abandon their claims, to live in forts. Itis 
true that almost all the Indians are friendly; that the number of Indians | 
hostile does not exceed the number of one hundred and fifty or two hur | 
dred; but from the peculiarity of the country, if this force is not soon ; 
crushed, it will prove a source of serious annoyance upon this side of the | 
Cascade Mountains, and the other. Several tribes have violated their 
plighted faith, and broken out in open hostilities, | 

We are now inthe midst of a war. What has brought it about? 
and whatis the remedy? Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, iti 
due to you that I should enter dispassionately and fully into the policy 
which has marked the government in the making of treaties with the 
Indians of this Territory. It is important that the honor and dignity of 
that government should be sustained. That its course should be chat 
acterized by humanity and justice. Those who have done their duty, aud 
maintained the dignity and honor of the country, should not be struck down, 
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* Tet the blow be struck in the right quarter. If dignity and honor have 
been maintained, then has no citizen anything to blush for, and it is a 
bright page in the history of the country, and dear to every citizen. 

When this Territory was organized, there was a population of about 
four thousand souls, widely scattered. No treaties had been made with the 
Indians occupying the lands of this Territory, nor was there, practically, 
an intercourse law, Congress had by law extended the provisions of the 
Indian intercourse act, so far as applicable, over this Territory and Oregon. 
Congress had also passed a donation law, inviting settlers to locate claims, 
first west, and then east of the Cascade Mountains, and public surveys had 
been ordered to be made over this domain. But the Indian title had not 
been extinguished. This was a bitter cause of complaint on the part of 
the Indians, The Yakimas, Caynses, and Walla Wallas were anxious to 
make treaties, selling their lands to the government, and securing to them- 
gelyes reservations for their permanent homes, and they asserted that until 
such treaties were made, no settlers should come among them. These 
were the reasons of public policy which induced the government to enter 
into these treaties, and no time was lost in consummating them. The peo- 
ple of this Territory urged upon Congress the necessity of such a policy, 
and Congress made appropriation to carry out their wishes. It fell to my 
lot to be appointed the Commissioner to negotiate these treaties. I entered 
upon those labors in December, a yéar ago, and during that and the fol- 
lowing month, successfully treated with all the Indians upon the Sound, 
the Straits, and the Indians at Cape Flattery. 

In January a year ago, I despatched Jas. Doty, Esq., east of the Cas- 
cade Mountains, to ascertain the feelings and views of the Indians. He 
visited the Yakimas, the Cayuses, the Walla Wallas, and the Nez Perces 
in their own country, and they were desirous to treat and sell their lands. 
Kamiakin advised the tribes to meet in council at Walla Walla, saying 
that was their old council ground. The council was convened, and lasted 
fourteeh days. AJl those tribes were present. The greatest care was taken 
to explain the treaties, and the objects of them, and to secure the most 
faithful interpreters. Three interpreters were provided for each language; 
óne to act as principal interpreter, the other two to correct. At the close ` 
ofthat council, such expressions of joy and thankfulness I have never seen 
exhibited to a greater degree among Indians, Kamiakin, Peu-peu-mox- 
mox, the young chief Stickas, and the Lawyer, all personally expressed 
their joy and satisfaction. Kamiakin asserted that personally, he was in- 


different about the treaty; but as his people all wanted it, he wasfor it, and 
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that was the reason he assented to the treaty. The record of that Council 
was made up by intelligent and dispassionate men, and the speeches of all, 
there made, are recorded verbatim. The dignity, humanity, and justice 
of the national government are there signally exhibited, and none of the 
actors therein need fear the criticism of an intelligent community, nor the 
supervision of intelligent superiors. By these treaties, had the Indians 
been. faithful to them, the question as to whether the Indian tribes of this 
Territory can become civilized and christianized beings, would have been 
determined practically, and as to whether the intervention of an Indian ser. 
vice, for the supervision of the Indians, might not become unnecessary, in 
consequence of the Indians being able to govern themselves. This spirit 
lies at the basis of all the treaties made in this Territory. 

Another council followed, in which three considerable tribes were cor 
vened, which lasted eight days—the Indians, at the close, again expressing 
the utmost joy and satisfaction. It is due to gentlemen of the Legislative 
Assembly, to make this frank and full statement. The printed record will 
show that the authorities and the people of this Territory have nothing to 
blush for, nothing to fear in the judgment of impartial men, now living, 
nor the rebuke of posterity. 

As to the causes of this war, it is not a question necessary to dwell 
upon. It has been conclusively demonstrated, that it has been plotting 
for at least two or three years. I am frank to admit, that hadI know 
when the council at Walla Walla was convened, what I learned afterwards, 
I should not have convened that council. I learned from one of the fath 
ers, some days after it had commenced, and I was satisfied that his informe 
tion was correct, from the deportment of several of the principal chiefs, 
that many of the Indians came to that council with hostile feelings. Bat 
when I left Walla Walla, I thought that by the treaty such feelings were 
entirely assuaged—that those who were once for war, were now for peace. 

It is dificult to see how such a combination should have existed, and 
not have been known; and yet it extended from the Sound to the Umpqus 
—from one side to the other of the Cascade Mountains. 

Fellow citizens!—War has existed for three months, and still exists 
A war entered into by these Indians, without a cause; g war having not its 
origin in these treaties, nor in the bad conduct of our people. It origi 
ated in the native intelligence of restless Indians, who, foreseeing destiny 
against them, that the white man was moving upon them, determined that 
it must be met and resisted by arms. We may sympathize with miei i 
manly feeling, but in view of it, we have high duties, | 

I will not dwell upon the efforts made, the false reports circulated, i 
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torting the proceedings of these councils; the stories of killing friendly 
Indians, which those hostile have resorted to, to spread hostility. The 
war exists; the question is—How shall it be met? There are duties to be 
discharged,—difficulties to be grappled with. The war must be vigorously 
prosecuted now. Seed time is coming, and the farmer should be at his 
plough in the field. The summer is coming. The snows will melt in your 
mountain passes. It seems to me the warm season is not the time for ope- 
rations. Day-light is breaking upon us, The gloom which for a time hung 
over us, is giving way. There has been great energy displayed in hand- 
ling the whole question. Judgment and energy in driving back, into a 
comparatively small region of country, the hostile Indians, and in keeping 
the great body of the Indians entirely friendly. 

The work remaining to be done is comparatively small. It is my 
opinion that it would be expedient forthwith to raise a force of three hun- 
dred men, from the Sound, to push into the Indian country, build a depot, 
and vigorously operate against the Indians in this quarter; and nearly the 
same force should be raised on the Columbia river, to prosecute the war 
east of the Cascade mountains, This last would have a vast influence upon 
the operations in this section. It would prevent reinforcements from either 
side joining the bands on the other side, and would effectually crush both. 
But what is more important, would be the influence upon the numerous 
tribes not yet broken out into hostility. It is due to you to state what ex- 
perience in travelling through the Indian country has taught me. There 
is a surprising feeling of uneasines among all the tribes who have not broken 
out, except, alone, the Nez Perces. These tribes may be led into war, if 
delay attends our operations. 

I regret on this occasion to be compelled to criticise the official acts of . 

a gallant and war-worn veteran, one whose name has been on the historic 
rolls of the country for nearly half a century. But it is due to the peo- 
ple and the authorities of the Territory of Washington, that the facts 
should appear, and be known to the national government. Gov. Mason, 
in obedience to the requisition ot the commanding officer of the United 
States forces upon the Columbia river, raised two companies of volunteers, 
of excellent material. They were well mounted, and ready for the field. 
Another company was raised to protect the commissioner appointed by the 
president of the United States, to make treaties with the Indian tribes in 
the interior of the continent. These troops were disbanded, were brought 
down into garrison—and the regulars were kept in garrison—And there 
` stands ont the broad fact, that seven hundred Indians in the Walla Walla 
valley, were met and defeated by volunteers, when the regulars were in 
garrison, The president’s commissioner, a high functionary, deriving his 
powers from the p a of the United States, and not from any depart- 
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ment, was left without protection, and the troops raised to protect him, 
Major General Wool thonght proper to disband, and bring into garrison, 
That officer acted unquestionably from & sense of duty. His reputation as 
a gallant soldier, his long and valuable services to the country, cannot be 
disputed. I do not wish to impugn his motives. I only desire to submit 
facts for the judgment of superiors at home. 

I learn from good authority, that his plan of operations is to delay till 
spring—probably until May. It is well known by those who have expe 
rience and knowledge of their country, that February and March are the 
best months for the prosecutién of this war. I think it due to the Legis 
lative Assembly to state the reasons why all voyageurs, and gentlemen of 
experience in these matters, give it as their opinion that now is the prop- 
er time for action. There is a vast plain between the Cascade and Bitter 
Root Mountains. The Columbia, Snake, Clear Water, and Spokane 
rivers are to be crossed. The snow is but a few inches deep, and lasts but 
a short time—seldom overa fortnight. There is but one continuous period 
of cold weather, and that period has now passed. The mountain passes 
are all closed up with snows, which can only be scaled by snow-shoes, 
For these reasons the Indians cannot escapé, should vigorous operations 
be made. On these plains our forces can operate well. There is abundant 
fuel for camps, grass for animals, and the rivers are low. The Indians 
must be struck now. But if we delay, in a few months the roots and fish 
will abound, supplying the Indians with food. The snows will melt, and 
the mountain passes will allow them hiding places. It is my opinion, if 
operations are deferred till summer, they must be deferred till winta 
again. 

What effect would it have on the Sound, should nothing be done unti 
May or June? The whole industrial community would be ruined; the 
Sound paralized ; the husbandman would be kept in a state of suspense by 
rumors of war, and could not adhere to his pursuits; fields would not be 
tilled, and the Territory would starve out. 

I am of the opinion that vigorous operations should be prosecuted on 
both sides of the Cascade Mountains, Whenever it is practicable or ex 
pedient, it is best that volunteers should be mustered into the United State: 
service. It should go to the authorities at home, that we endeavored to 
co-operate with the regular service. But there has been a breach of faith. 
Troops mustered into service were disbanded, in violation of a positive 
understanding; and it is now proper that the authorities of this Territory 
should conduct the movements of their own troops—co-operating with the 
regulars where such co-operations can be effective. I therefore do not think 
the volunteers of this Territory should be mustered into the United States 
service. I am ready to take the responsibility of raising them, indepent: 
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ent of that service, and it is due to the Territory, and to myself, that the 
reasons for assuming it, should go to the president and the departments at 
Washington. 

The spirit of prosecuting this war should be, to accomplish a lasting 
peace,—not to make treaties, but to punish their violation. 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: I have done my duty. It 
was a pleasant feeling that actuated me on my mission, in making these 
treaties, to think I was doing something to civilize, and render the condi- 
tion of the Indian happier; and while justice and mercy should charac- 
terize the acts of our government, there should be no weakness—no imbi- 
cility. In nations, as well as individuals, we may apply the precept—a 
man who has deceived you once, should not again be trusted. Let the blow 
strike where it is deserved. I am opposed to any treaties; I shall oppose 
any treaties with these hostile bands. I will protest against any and 
all treaties made with them:—nothing but death is a mete punishment for 
their perfidy—their lives only should pay the forfeit. A friendly Nez-Perce 
informed me that in the Cayuse tribe, nineteen ill-disposed persons caused 
all the trouble. Could these be punished, the tribe could be governed- 
These turbulent persons should be seized and put to death. The tribes now 
at war must submit unconditionally to the justice, mercy, and leniency of 
our government. The guilty ones should suffer, and the remainder placed 
upon reservations, under the eye of the military. In a few years, the pol- 
icy might be changed. By such a decisive, energetic and firm course, 
the difficulty may be grappled with, and peace restored. 

Let not our hearts be discouraged. I have an abiding confidence in 
the future destiny of our Territory. Gloom must give way to sun-light. 
Let us never lose sight of the resources, capacities, and natural advantages 
of the Territory of Washington. We have an interior, soon to be filled 
up with settlements, Gold, in considerable quantities, has been dis- 
covered in the northern part of that interior. There are fine grazing 
tracts, and rich agricultural vallies, and thatinterior wl] fill up, when these 


: Indian difficulties are at an end. Then, too, will the Sound resume its 


prosperity. Gather heart, then, fellow citizens. Do not now talk of 
leaving us in our hour of adversity, but stay till the shade of gloom is lifted, 
and await that destiny to be fulfilled. Let us all put hands together, and 
rescue the Territory from its present difficulties, so that we all may feel 
that we had done our whole duty in the present exigency.

It appears from these reports, that during the year 1854 and part 

Ha]. 
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of 1855, the sum of $1210 82 has been paid into the Territorial treasury, 
. and that from this amount, there has been paid out $1195 49, leaving a 
balance in the treasury of $15 40. 

For expenses of these offices there has been paid as follows : 

Salary of Auditor for 1854, and part of 1855, $225 00; office rent 
for Territorial Auditor and Treasurer, $360 00; per centum to Territorial 
Treasurer, $48 89 ; making the whole amount paid Territorial Auditor 
and Treasurer, $633 89. It appears that there is yet $75 liable to be 
charged for salary of Auditor, which will increase the expenses to the 
amount of $708 89. 

From the preceding statement, it appears that over one-half of all 
moneys received into the Territorial treasury, has been paid to the Terri- 
torial Auditor and Treasurer, of which has been allowed for rent $360, 
for keeping these offices in their own private houses, to which we would 
call your special attention. 

Your committee are of opinion that the present financial condition 
of our Territory loudly demands retrenchment in Territorial expenditures, 
and to that end, your committee would recommend such an alteration in 
the laws, as would repeal the law creating the office of Territorial Auditor 
and Territorial Treasurer, and defining their duties. And we would 
farther recommend, that the law allowing two hundred dollars salary Y 
prosecuting attorneys be repealed.

The undersigned, in accordance with the provisions at law, has the 
honor to submit the following report:—

cember, 1854, to the 18th day of December, 1855, as per 
statement “A,” is $1090 00 


The general acconnt with the Territorial Treasurer, (marked 
“B,”) shows the receipts into the Territorial Treasury, 
from the 11th day of December, 1854, to the 13th day of

The available funds of the Territory, as far as can be shown by 
the assessment rolls returned, amounts to, (as shown by 
statement ‘ C,”) i $1685 48 


Under the 4th clause of section three, of the “act creating the office 
of Territorial Auditor, and defining his duties,” I am requested, among 
other things, to suggest such plans as I may deem necessary, “ for im- 
provements in the management and more perfect understanding of the fis- 
cal affairs of the Territory.” 

Tt is certainly very desirable that the fiscal affairs should be more per- 
fectly understood; but until the officers who have charge of the revenue of 
the different counties, shall all make their returns, as the law requires them 
to do, it will be impossible for the Terrltorial Auditor, who is made the 
chief accountant of the Territory, to submit to the Legislature anything 
like correct or full returns of the financial affairs of the country. 

The foregoing accounts between the Territory and some of the coun- 
ties, show large balances against the latter, upon old assessments, and are 
in such a confused and undefined condition, that it is nearly impossible to 
get at a proper understanding of them by correspondence, and no fund, at 
the disposal of the undersigned, has enabled him to visit personally the 
several counties yet in arrears, although by that means only can equitable 
settlements be made—particularly if sach counties persist in withholding 
their proper returns to this office. Non-organization can no longer be any = 
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excuse for the neglect of the performance of duties specified by law; for 
every county must now be organized, as the fact of all being represented 
in the popular branch of the assembly, goes to show, as it is believed, that 
no member has taken his seat in the present House of Representatives, 
without presenting a certificate of his election from the county auditor of 
his county. 

It will be seen by referring to the report of the auditor of last year, 
that the auditors of the counties of Walla Walla, Skamania, Cowlitz, 
Wohkiacum, Pacific, Chehalis, Sawamish, Jefferson, Clalam, and What- 
com, failed to forward to the Territorial Auditor the assessment rolls of 
their several counties, as required by law. 

The anditors of the counties of Walla Walle, Skamania, Wahkiacum, 
Pacific, Chehalis, and Clalam, have failed to make returns of assessment 
rolls for the present year, consequently a complete, or anything like a cor- 
rect statement of the financial affairs of the Territory, cannot be presented. 

It will be seen by reference to statement “C,” that the several coun- 
ties are in arrears for two, and some for three years. It would seem that 
the provisions of law, which allows twenty-five per cent. to be charged on 
delinquencies, under certain circumstances, would have been sufficient to 
induce prompt payment on the part of counties; but thus far, either from 
ignorance of the law, or from some other unknown cause, officers have 
failed to discharge their duties, not only towards the Territory, but towards 
the counties for which they have been elected. 

It is respectfully submitted, whether any change should be made in 
the present provision relative to assessments. 

According to the present law, it is left to the discretion of the asses- 
cor, whether a list of taxable property shall be required under oath or not. 
It seems equally just to all, and perhaps a more certain mode of arriving 
at the total amount of taxable property, to make it the duty of assessors 
to require all persons to give a list of their taxable property under oath. 

The expenses of the Territory for the next fiscal year, under ordinary 
circumstances, will probably amount to $1200. 

In closing this report, the undersigned would beg leave to assure the 
honorable Legislative Assembly, that it will be his pleasure, as well as du- 
ty, to second and carry out any course they may prescribe, and that no 
effort shall be spared on his part, to insure s just and fragal administration 
of the affairs committed to his charge.

Sm :—Your communication of January 17th, 1856, is received. With 
regard to that portion of your letter requesting the Office “ to furnish the 
Council with such evidence of title and possessory rights on file in this 
office, relative to the lands claimed by the Hudson’s Bay and Puget Sound 
Agricultural Companies,” I would respectfully state :— 

With the exception of s clause in the treaty dated August 15th, 1846, 
between Great Britain and the United States referring to the Hudson’s 
Bay Co.’s possessory rights, and another clause in the same treaty con- 
firming the lands of the Puget Sound Agricultural Company, there is no 
evidence of title upon record in this office to lands claimed by either of the 
above companies. 

Herewith I have the honor to transmit copies of all the correspendence 
between this Office and the General Land Office upon the subject ; also 
copies of my instructions to Mr. Deputy Surveyor Chenoweth, relative to 
surveys upon the lends of the Hudson’s Bay Company ; also copies of let- 
ters to chief factors McTavish and Dr. Tolmie, and from those officers, 
and 2 protest from chief factor McTavish, a copy of instructions from 
General Land office to Surveyor General Preston of Oregon Territory, da- 
ted March 10, 1851, and an extract from my annual report to Com. Gen- 
eral Land Office, dated September 20th, 1855, and three maps of the 
claims. 

In answer to the last clause of your letter, viz: “and also such evi- 
dence of the existence of 2 company styled the Puget Sound Agricultural 
Company, and the name of the acting agent and his authority for acting 
as such,” I would respectfully answer that no evidence except the treaty 
is on file. The name of the person acting as agent is Wm. F. Tolmie, of 
his authority for acting as such there is no evidence on file in this office.

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Instructions from General Land Office to Surveyor General 
of Oregon, dated March 10th, 1851. 


Sec. 11. By the treaty at Washington on the 5th August, 1846, be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, it is stipulated in the 8d and 
4th articles as follows : 


Article 3d. In the future appropriation of the territory south of the 
forty-ninth parallel of north latitude, as provided in the first article of this 
treaty, the possessory rights of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and of all 
British subjects who may be already in the occupation of land or other 
property, lawfully acquired within the said territory, shall be respected. 


Article 4th. The farms, lands and other property of every description 
belonging to the Puget Sound Agricultural Company, on the north side 
of the Columbia river, shall be confirmed to the said company. In case 
however, the situation of those farms and lands should be considered by 
the United States to be of public and political importance, and the United 
States should signify a desire to obtain possession of the whole or any 
part thereof, the property so required shall be transferred to the said Gov- 
ernment, at a proper valuation, to be agreed upon between the parties. 


No steps, so far as we are informed, have been taken by our Govern- 
ment to avail itself of the right of purchase, recognized in the 2d paragraph 
of the 4th article, nor have any measures been prescribed by act of Con- 
gress, for ascertaining and separating from the public domain the particu- 
lar land which the treaty makes it incumbent upon us to respect. 


In prosecuting the public survey, however, it is proper we should guard 
against any act which might lead to conflict and difficulty in title, in sur- 
veying and donating the public lands of the United States. 


Whenever, therefore, in the extension of the public surveys, you ap- 
proach the vicinity of the claims alluded fo in the treaty, you are instruc- 
ted to call upon the claimants, or their agents, to present to you the evi- 
dence of the rights they may claim to be protected by the treaty, and to 
show you the orlginal localities and boundaries of the same which they 
may have held at the date of the treaty, and to point out the original lo- 
cations and boundaries thereof. In every case in which this may be done 
to your satisfaction, you are instructed, in executing the public surveys, 
to avoid any sectional or other minute subdivision of the lands covered by 
such claims, but you must necessarily extend the township lines over them, 
so as to indicate, in your return of surveys and on the plats, their relative 
positions and connection in the public domain of the United States. 


You will of course transmit to this office all such evidence as may be 
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farnished you, ond will report the result of your actions thereon and pro- 
ceedings in regard to the survey. It will then remain for Congress to 
determine by legislation, what further steps shall be taken to carry out the 
provisions of the treaty in such a manner that, whilst all claims clearly 
within its purview shall be recognized, the United States may be protected 
from any which may not come within its stipulations.

Sm :—The attention of this office has been drawn by the Hon. ©, Lan- 
caster, Delegate, to the subject of the British claims in Washington terri- 
tory, under the treaty of 1846, and also to the importance of pressing 
forward the surveying operations in that territory. 

In the instructions to you from this office of the 3ist August, 1854, as 
printed with the commissioners’ last annual report, pages 40 to 44, it is 
stated that “there was furnished to the late Surveyor General a set of in- 
stractions in duplicate, in reference to his duties under the surveying and 
donation act of September 27, 1850, and you were desired to request of 
Mr. Gardner, one set for your office.” 

You are therefore doubtless in possession of these instractions which are 
dated 10th March, 1851, and in which you will find directions as to the 
course to be pursued by the Surveying Department in regard to the Brit- 
ish claims above mentioned. 

The advancing settlement of the territory, and its growing interests, de- 
mand that all should now be done that we can lawfully do in order to 
make a proper discrimination between our public lands and such foreign 
rights as may be recognized by the treaty, so that our people may advance, 
in security, their settlements and improvements upon the public domain. 

I have, therefore, in connexion with the instructions above mentioned, to

Sm :—I have to acknowledge receipt on the 4th inst., of your letter of 
the 28th April, requesting that a map or authoritative statement of the 
claim or claims to land of the Hudson’s Bay Company on the Columbia 
river, near Fort Vancouver, should he handed you, and farther stating, 
that you had been instructed to cause the lines of public surveys to be ex- 
tended up to the actual settlements of the British claimants according to 
the limits of the same at the date of the treaty of 1846. 

In reply, I beg most respectfully to mention, that I am unable to fur- 
nish you with the statement you require, as Ido not consider myself at 
liberty to define any precise limits to the claims of the company, not hav- 
ing authority to that effect from the Governor and committee of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company in London, without which any opinion of mine, would 
not be binding on the company. 

I take the liberty of calling your attention to the following extract from 
Chief Factor Ballenden’s letter of 30th July, 1852, to Surveyor General 
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Preston of Oregon territory ; and I have to request that no surveys be 
made or claims granted, within the limits stated-by Mr. Ballenden : 

‘t There is, however, a certain tract of country in the neighborhood of 
Vancouver, which was for a long period (and ¿f our rights were respected, 
still ought to be,) in the sole possession and occupation of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, within those limits I must respectfully request that no sur- 
veys be made or claims granted to any! person whatsoever, without the 
approbation of the Hudson’s Bay Company. The tract to which I refer, 
commences at a stake and tree marked on the north bank of the Columbia 
river, about two miles west of Willow Point; thence running northerly 
along the slough until it meets the outlet of the Lake river; thence fol- 
lowing the meanders (easterely) of the said river to the large Lake 9} 
miles, passing on the north bank until it strikes a small stream entering 
the Lake on the north-east side; thence running east 15° S., 64 miles 
to a stake marked between the third and fourth plains, in a swamp; thence 
east 22° S., 43 miles to the Camas plain, toa stake marked ; thence 
south 3} miles to the Columbia river ; thence following the meanders of 
said river to the place of beginning ; also one small Island south of Van- 
couver on the Columbia river.”

Under your instructions of the 12th March, I have no hesitation in is- 
suing further instructions to the Deputy Surveyor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s lands to subdivide to the actual enclesures as they existed in 
1846, but I submit the question if such construction of the then actual 
settlement is equally applicable ta the Puget Sound Agricultural Company’s 
claims, 

I send a map of the Nisqually claim, and in the meanwhile the Deputy 
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Surveyor will continue his work outside of the claim, till I receive definite 
orders from yourself as to the construction I shall place upon the term 
“actual settlement,” as applied to the Puget Sound Agricultural claims.— 
What I would enquire is, shall I subdivide up to the enclosures as they ex- 
isted in 1846, upon the lands claimed by the Puget Sound Agricultural 
Company, or am I empowered to send for “persons and papers” and dis- 
criminate as a commissioner between our public lands and such foreign 
rights as may be recognized by the treaty ? 

If the latter, what general principles should govern such discrimination? 
Am I to allow pasturage for the cattle and sheep said to be in possession 
of the Puget Sound Agricultural Company in 1846 ; if so, how much, &c? 

I conceive a material difference exists between the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany and the Paget Sound Agricultural Company claims, one being “pos- 
sessory rights,” and the other “ farms lands and other property of every 
description shall be confirmed to them.” 

I would sir, ask, Aow I am to set off from the public lands, those indefi- 
nately described tracts? ` 

In the meanwhile whilst awaiting your further instructions, I beg to ob- 
serve the public service will not be retarded, as the Deputy has sufficient 
to occupy him outside the alleged limits ot the Ni open claim till I can 
hear from you. * = 

By this mail I forward copies of the ere ieee the lands of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company claims at Fort Vancouver, and the’ Puget 
Sound Agricultural Company claim at Fort Nisqually, with instructions to 
Deputy Surveyors, contractors thereof, and copies of letters from agent of 
Puget Sound Agricultural Company and to Chief Factor Hundson’s Bay 
Company at Fort Vancouver.

Sır :-~—Your letter of 24th May last, was received by the last mail, on 
12th inst. Having solicited the Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, Dugald McTavish, esq., to furnish you witha map or statement, 
duly authenticated, of the claim or claims of that Company on the Colum- 
bia river, near Fort Vancouver, after having informed him that you had 
. been instructed to extend the lines of the public surveys up to the actual 
settlements of the British claimants according to the limits of the same at 
the date of the treaty of 1846, he states in his letter of reply, (of which 
you furnish  copy,) as follows : 

“I beg most respectfully to mention that I am unable to furnish you 
with the statement you require, as I do not consider myself at liberty to de- 
fine any precise limits to the claims of the Company, not having author- 
ity to that effect from the Governor and Committee of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company in London, without which any opinion of mine .would not be 

‘ binding on the Company.” 

Mr. McTavish, although professing to have no authority himself to de- 
fine the limits alluded to, nevertheless, sees proper to advert to a definition 
of such limits in 2 communication from the Chief Factor Ballenden to 
Surveyor General Preston, in 1852. He states as follows : 


“I take the liberty of calling your attention to the following extract 
from the Chief Factor Ballenden’s letter of 30th July 1852, to Surveyor 
Generel Preston, of Oregon territory, and I have to request that no sur- 
veys be made or claims granted within the limits stated by Mr. Ballenden, 
viz : there is, however, s certain tract of eountry in the neighborhood of 
Fort Vancouver, which was, (and if our rights were respected, still ought 
to be,) in the sole possession and occupation of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany ; within those limits, I must respectfully request that no surveys he 
made or claims granted to any person whatsoever, without the approba- 
tion of the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

“That tract of land to which I refer, commences at a stake and tree 
marked on the north bank of the Columbia river about two miles west 
of Willow Point; thence running northerly along the slough until it 
meets the outlet of Lake River ; thence following the meanders (easterly) 
of the said river to the large Lake, 9} miles, passing on the north bank 
until it strikes 2 small stream entering the lake on the north east side; 
thence running east 15° south, 64 miles toa stake marked X, between the 
third and fourth plains in a swamp ; thence east 22° south 44 miles to 
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the Camas plains to a stake mark ; thence south 3} miles to the Colum- 
bia river ; thence following the meanders of said river to the place of 
beginning ; also, a small Island south of Vancouver in the Columbia 
river.” 

Mr. McTavish, who in 1855 disavows any knowledge or authority in 
regard to the true definition of the limits referred to, nevertheless refers 
to the definition of the same given by the Chief Factor Ballenden, in 1852, 
and it yet remains to be shown what authority the latter agent had to 
settle the question. You state that within the limits designated by Mr. 
Ballenden, at least 80 American settlers are found and some of them have 
valuable improvements. You further state that you await orders upon the 
subject as to what constitutes “actual settlements,” and the principles to 
be acted upon in defining claims under the treaty of 5th August, 1856, 
the article of which is in the following words : 

“In the future appropriation of the territory south of the forty-ninth 
parallel of north latitude, as provided in the first article of this treaty, the 
possessory rights of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and of all the British 
subjects, who may be already in the occupation of land or other property 
lawfully acquired within the said territory, shall be respected.” 

The “possessory tights’ of said Company and the claims of individuals 
who were in the occupation of lands at the date of the treaty are to be 
respected, and while the American agents are anxious to respect such 
claims, in good faith, it remains for the British claimants to prove what 
were their localities and outlines of claims at the time of the treaty ; and, 
in the absence of other and more reliable evidence, the public surveys can 
respect nothing that lies outside of what were enclosed claims in 1846.— 
Such course of proceeding is deemed valid in respect to the claims of indi- 
viduals, and Mr. McTavish is to be expressly notified by you that such 
will also be the proceeding in-regard to the claim of the company he rep- 
resents in case evidence from the Hudson’s Bay Company’s authorities in 
London, duly authenticated, is not forthcoming. Meanwhile, however, you 
will cause no other than township lines to be extended over the claims, and 
the sectional lines and corners are to be stopped short of the outlines cited 
by Mr. Ballenden, (thereby making all such corners to lie outside of his 
alleged limits,) with the understanding that such procedure is but a mere 
act of courtesy for the present, and that the final recognition as to the ex- 
tent of the “ possessory rights” of the Company at Fort Vancouver awaits 
determination on future evidence to be adduced, or in default of the pro- 
duction to you of such evidence within a reasonable time, upon the fact 
being reported here, the Department may feel authorized to direct the 
surveys to be made up to the enclosed claims as they existed at the date of 
the treaty in 1846. 
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You are requested to communicate to Mr. McTavish that farther delays 
in determining the limits of such claims are incompatible with the interests 
of the public service, and that it will remain for him so to suggest to the 
authority of the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

In regard to the claims of the Puget Sound Agricultural Company, you 
will hereafter be advised.

P. S. Ihave to remark that the instructions which accompany your 
contract with Phillips and Strickler, authorize them to extend the exterior 
lines of townships over the Puget Sound Agricultural claim, and to close 
their swddivistonal surveys upon the outlines of the claim. Such proceed- 
ings as respect the subdivistonal lines is not approved ; the seczonal lines 
and corners must stop short of the outlines of the claim, so that the section- 
al corners will be outside the limits claimed, leaving wnsurveyed for the 
present, the space between the sectional corners and the outlines of the 
claim.

er to the large Lake, (94) miles, passing on the north bank until it strikes 
a small stream entering the Lake on the north-east side ; thence ranning 
east 15° S., 64 miles to a stake marked X, between the third and fourth 
plains in a swamp; thence east 22° S., 44 miles to the Camas plain to 
a stake marked ; thence south 34 miles to the Columbia river; thence 
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following the meanders of said river to the place of beginning ; also a small
